Julius Marcus was Fer Eastern Salesman for the 


one 


Pagoda Hosiery Company from 1928 to 1936.-. In addition, he 
was, from 1933 to 1936, the Shanghai Manager of Messrs, 
Bl Oriente Fabrica de Tabacos Ince, Manila, P.I. 

On Mey lst 1936, a complaint was received from 
the President of the above tobacco company, Accusing 
Julius Mareus of misappropriation. The case, however, 
was dropped and Marcus left the firm. 

He lived for some time following this with 
Mr. Tobias, partner of Lazarms Opticians, 126 Nanking 
Road. Mr. Tobias pract ica) ly supported Marcus who was in 
very straitened circumstances. Mreus later became ill 
an@ was admitted to the General Hospital wnere he died, 
aged 56, of cancer on Merch 17th, 1937. 

He was buried in Baikal Road Cemetery, the cost ‘ 
of which was borne by the Shanghai Jewish Crteccwe4 | 
Association. The deceased's effects, a few articles cf 
clothing, were handed over to the above Association by 
order of tne Britien Consular Authorities. A death 


certificate was issued by H.B.M. Consul, Mr. (now Sir A) 
Blackburn. ”
